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To properly anticipate Applicants* claimed invention under 35 U.S.C. § 102, each and .;• 
every element of the claim in issue must be found, 'either expressly or inherently described,. in/: 
a single prior art reference/ Richardson v. Suzuki Motor Co,, 868 F.2d 1226, 1236, 9 
USPQ2d 1913, 1920 (Fed. Cir. 1989). Applicants respectfully assert that Roach is legally ] 
deficient for the purpose of anticipating claim 1 for the reasons as set forth below. 

The present invention teaches in claims 1 and 5, among other things, \ . a jpair of 
shelling layers with each shelling layer over the transparent substrate positioned on each side h 
of the data line, wherein the shelling layers on each side of the data line are electrically 
connected;. . ' . 

Contrary to the Office's a negation, Ono does not teach the above features. Instead, Ono ■ 
teaches forming a light block film SKD on a TFT substrate and a gate insulation layer GI on [ £• 
ihe SKD. The SKD of Ono is a block layer that extends from one side of the data line to the. 
other side, whereas the present invention teaches a pair of shelling layers having each shelling '< 
layer on each side of the data line. 

For at least these reasons, Applicant respectfully asserts that Ono fails to teach or suggest 'i

the present invention or to render claims 1 , 5, 1 1 and 15 anticipated. Since claims 2-4, 6-10, ; 
12-14 and 16-20 are dependent claims, which further define the invention recited in claims 1, 5*
